It was in 1897 that Alice Mc- 
Lellan Birney and Phoebe Ap- 
person Hearst conceived the idea 
of a National Congress of Moth­ 
ers to promote the health and 
welfare of children by helping 
their parents learn more about 
how’ to fulfill a child's physical 
and spiritual needs. 
They worked hard to interest 
other women in their aims and 
approached the date they had 
set for the organizing meeting 
with hopes of seeing a hundred 
or so delegates arri-e at Wash­ 
ington's Arlington Hotel. But “ if 
only twenty-five are there,” ad­ 
mitted Mrs. Birney, “I shall be 
satisfied.” 
More than two thousand men 
and women turned out! 
Their enthusiastic reception of 
the aims, as outlined by the 
Founders, and of the lectures, 
discussions, and conferences that 
made up the first meeting set the 
pace for a great national move­ 
ment. Soon state congresses were 
founded,

A good precision for a ration 
that is complete in respect to 
both quantity and quality of pro­ 
tein, minerals, an 1 vitamins, is 
one that includes 4 or 5 per cent 
of meat scraps or tankage and a 
similar amount of soybean oil 
meal or other oil meal, one-half 
per cent plain or trace mineral­ 
ized salt, from 30 to 40 per cent 
of ground alfalfa hay, and the 
rest farm grain. The mixture 
then would have about 15 per 
cent total protein which is a de­ 
sirable level.
